LOSS OF THE STEAMER ALASKAN 
OFF THE COAST. 


She Goes Down in a Storm —Several 
Lives Lost—Capture o f “ Cy­ 
clone B ill" —Etc. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNION.] 


LOSS OF THE ALASKAN. 
She Sinks B eneath the W aves In a Storm 
Yesterday. 


P o r t l a n d (Or.), May 16th.—The steam­ 
ship Columbia, which has just arrived at 
Astoria, bound from San Francisco to Port­ 
land, brings reports of the loss of the Ore­ 
gon Railway & Navigation Company’s 
magnificent sidewheel iron steamer Alas­ 
kan.This vessel is reported to have foundered 
at sea off Cape Blanco, on Monday, May 
13th, while on the way from Portland to 
San Francisco. Only meager particulars 
of the disaster have been received as yet. 
The Alaskan left Portland on Saturday, 
May 11th, bound for San Francisco, where 
she was to go on the dry dock for some re­ 
pairs, preparatory to being placed on the 
Puget sound route. It is supposed that she 
must have encountered a severe gale while 
on the way down the coast. The steamer 
fortunately carried no passengers, having 
on hoard only the officers and crew when 
she went down. 
Cape Blanco is some 400 miles south of 
the mouth of the Columbia river. 
The steamship Columbia, which was 
coming up the coast, picked up the cap­ 
tain, mate and eleven of the crew and 
brought them to Astoria. Five men are 
reported to be drowned. Two boats, con­ 
taining the remainder of the crew, have 
not yet been heard from. 
PARTICULARS OF THE WRECK. 
A sto ria (Or.), May 16th.—At noon the 
steamer Columbia arrived from San Fran­ 
cisco with eight survivors of the wreck of 
the steel side-wheel steamer Alaskan, 
which became a total wreck last Monday 
morning between 2 and 3 o’clock. The 
vessel struck heavy weather when she left 
Columbia bar at noon on Saturday, and 
labored through a hurricane and heavy 
seas till ten miles off Cape Blanco, when a 
large leak was sprung just forward of the 
rudder. The upper works lifted, the water 
rushing in. All efforts to stop the leak 
were unsuccessful. 
At 2:30 the vessel broke in two in the 
middle and then straightened out. 
Three life-boats and a life-raft were 
launched and twelve rockets sent up to ar­ 
rest the attention of the tug Vigilant, 
which was towing a dredger to Tacoma. 
The Vigilant could not abandon the 
dredger, as it had six men aboard, but sub­ 
sequently ranged alongside one of the life­ 
boats. 
The crew, officers and three stowaways— 
forty-three in number—took to the boats. 
Engineer Swins and Steward Al Rahls 
were drowned. 
Quartermaster J. W. Brown, just off the 
steamer Columbia, tells the Daily Astorian 
it was reported that the ship had split in 
two in a howling gale, at 2:30 Monday 
morning. I clambered up into the pilot­ 
house and saw the engineer and steward 
drown. I saw the second mate. Weeks, and 
a sailor go into the forecaslle. I believe 
they were drowned. I staid by till 3 o’clock 
Tuesday morning. I was then taken off by 
the tug Vigilant. I was saved with seven 
others. I was transferred irom the tug to 
the steamer Columbia, bound for Astoria. 
THE SAVED AND MISSING. 
O f f Co l u m b ia R iv e r B a r, May 16th.— 
10 a. m.—Captain Howes was on a float just 
picked up. Pilot George Woods and five 
sailors—Walfred Johnson, Barnev Bert­ 
rand, James Foley, G. Graham, and the 
oiler—have been picked up in life-boats. 
These, with Quartermaster Brown, are all 
that were saved of the foriy-three men, at 
far as known. Two life-boats and the life- 
raft, with thirty-six men, are still unheard 
frurn. 
PARALYZED WITH FEAR. 
A great panic prevailed aboard. When 
the vessel broke in two the men had to be 
brought up from the hold at the point of a 
pistol and made take to the boats, so par­ 
alyzed were they with tear. 
Howes and Woods were greatly injured 
from exposure. 
The ether five were un- 
inj ured. 
IN BAD CONDITION. 
The Alaskan was owned by the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company and was 
built in 1883 at a cost of $300,000. She was 
going to San Francisco to go on the drv- 
dock, thence to ply on the sound this 
summer. She was partially insured. 
Experienced steamboat men sav she was 
in no condition to make the trip to San 
Francisco, except under the most favorable 
circumstances. 
. 
The lost steamer was built in 1883 by 
Roach, at Chester, Pa., at a cost of about 
.$350,001), especially for the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Company. She was su­ 
perbly equipped and furnished, and wa3 
considered one of the finest steamers on 
this coast, and superior to most of the 
Atlantic coast steamers. She was a large, 
flat, side-wheel steamer of 1.717 gross ton­ 
nage. 275i feet long, 40 leet breadth and 13 
feet depth, and designed for passenger serv­ 
ice between Portland and the Sound ports. 
It was found that she was a very expensive 
boat to operate, and for some time she has 
been tied up at Portland. It was desired 
to have her hull cleaned, and as there are 
no docks north suitable, she was ordered 
to San Francisco to go on the Merchants’ 
Dry Dock. Captain Howe, for many years 
of the steamer Oregon, was in charge. It 
is understood that no passengers were 
aboard.

He was unable to give a satisfactory ac­ 
count of his whereabouts at the time the 
robbery occurred, hence the arrest. 


AFTER EIGHTEEN YEA 114. 
A M urderer is Run Down and W ill be 
Tried for H is Crime. 
S eattle (W. T.). May 16th.—Detective 
W. H. Russell ot Los Angeles arrived in 
this city to-day from Olympia, where he 
had been after the signature of Governor 
Moore to a requisition for a murderer 
named Richard Lee. The latter is in jail 
at Ellensbnrg serving out a six-months 
term qu another charge of assault to 
commit murder. 
Eighteen years ago 
Richard Lee and William Duuan were 
farmers 
living 
near 
Los 
Angeles. 
One day they 
were playing cards 
in a saloon, and had a dispute over the 
game. Lee left the saloon in a towering 
rage, and went home, a mile and a half 
away. He took down his shotgun and 
drew out the charges of bird shot. Then he 
loaded his gun carefully with buckshot. 
As he premeditated murder he also pre­ 
pared for flight by saddling his fleetest 
horse, and placing it conveniently near. 
He entered the saloon with his shotgun 
levelled and shot at Duncan, who was Dut 
a few feet away. Duncan threw up his 
left arm, and the load went through it and 
into his side. The murderer mounted his 
horse and fled to the mountains, and man­ 
aged to reach Winnemucca, Nevada. 
Soon after arriving there he sent for 
his wife, and lived there for sixteen years 
under the name of Bennett Jackson. 1 lur­ 
ing most of this period he ran a restaurant. 
Two years since the authorities at Los A n­ 
geles learned of his whereabouts, and in 
June last sent Detective Russell to Winne­ 
mucca after him. 
When the officer arrived there the bird 
had down. It seems the murderer had 
friends in Los Angeles who kept him 
posted. Since that time Russell has been 
hunting for his man. Six months ago he 
located him in Ellensburg, where he had 
just been sentenced to six months’ im­ 
prisonment for an assault. As his term 
has now expired, Russe.l will take the ac­ 
cused back to Los Angeles, to be tried there 
for murder. 
There areno less than six witnesses liv­ 
ing in Los Angeles at present, who saw the 
murder committed. Duncan, the mur­ 
dered man, left a wife and five children. 
His three sons and two daughters have 
grown up and are wealthy, and naturally de­ 
sire revenge for their father’s murder. 
They have spared no expense in running 
down Lee, as the murder was a cold blooded 
one, and as there are plenty of witnesses 
he will doubtless be convicted. 
The wretched murderer, Lee, has a wife 
and six children, the oldest seventeen years 
of age, who are living at Winnemucca.

H er Trial Trip was Not a Success—Pro­ 
posed Changes. 
S a n F ran cisco, May 16th.—Since her re­ 
turn from sea the cruiser Charleston has 
been lying at Mission Rock, but to-morrow 
it is expected that she will be moved to the 
Union Iron Works, where the necessary 
changes in her machinery will be made. 
The crew,that were aboard of iher on the 
trial trip have been discharged, the ma­ 
chinists have returned to their usual occu­ 
pations, the Naval Board has departed for 
Mare Island and the vessel is now in charge 
of the watchmen. As to when the next 
trip will occur, Mr. Scott could not say. It 
might be only a month before the cruiser 
again put to sea, it might be six weeks or 
it might be two months. 
As before stated, the main fault of the 
vessel lay in the heating of the cross-head 
slide of her forward engine. It has not yet 
been determined how this defect will be 
remedied, as there are two ways in which 
it can be done. One way is to take the 
steel slide out completely and replace it 
with one of bronze, and the other way is to 
cut down a portion of the slide over which 
the cross-head plavs, and fasten a plate of 
bronze upon it. No matter which plan is 
determined upon it will take some time to 
make the alterations, particularly as the 
slide of the other engine will be treated in 
the same manner. The managers of the 
works have also determined to place new 
and larger vacuum pumps in her, as, not­ 
withstanding a!l that was said to the con­ 
trary. those employed on the trial trip 
failed to give complete satisfaction. This 
work will be done at the same time that 
the slides are fixed, so that no extra delay 
will be incurrred.

DEATH OF MINISTER RICE. 
H e Suddenly Expires From an A ttack of 
Tonsilitis. 
N ew York, May 16th.—Allen Thorndike 
Rice, editor of the Xorth American Reviene 
and new Minister to Russia, died here this 
morning. He was to have sailed for his 
post yesterday. He was suffering from 
sore throat on Monday, and his physician 
forbade him to start until better His dis­ 
ease rapidly developed into malignant ton­ 
silitis, resulting in death as stated. No 
serious result had been anticipated up to 
last night. 
Ricé is best known for his work in resur­ 
recting the Xorth American Review. He 
took the magazine when it had a circula­ 
tion of only a few hundred. By adapting 
modern newspaper methds to the maga­ 
zine, dealing with the live topics of the 
day and getting eminent men and women 
to write for it, he made his Review one of 
the most important and popular magazines 
in the country. 
Rice was still a young man, and was 
rated a3 a millionaire. His collegiate edu­ 
cation was gained in England. He was a 
strong Republican in politics. He ran for 
Congress on the Republican ticket three 
years ago, but was defeated. In March last 
President Harrison appointed him Minis­ 
ter to Russia, and he was expected to sail 
yesterday on the City of Paris with Robert 
Lincoln. His illness was announced yes­ 
terday as a light attack of quinsy, which 
would delay his voyage only a week. The 
announcement of his death caused much 
surprise. 
The attending physician savs that the 
glottis swelled suddenly aud shut off his 
breath. His death occurred at 3 a . m . 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH. 
Fatal Experim ent l>y a Physician W ith 
a Surgical Apparatus. 
C l ift o n S p r in g s (X. Y.), Mav 16th.—A 
batbtnan at a sanitarium here Wednesday 
found Dr. Frank A. Vincent dead. He 
had been strangled in a machine used to 
strengthen curvature of the spine. It is an 
invention of Dr. Sayre of New York. 
It is a tripod, eight feet high, with straps 
to catch the chin and arms, filling the body 
so that only the toes touched the floor, and 
then a plaster jacket being fitted on. Vin­ 
cent was merely experimenting alone, 
when the padded belt slipped, covering his 
mouth and nostrils and suffocating him. 
A similar case occurred some years ago 
in New York city. The beautiful daughter 
of Dr. John R. Paxton, being tired bv 
shopping, tried the apparatus without at­ 
tendance, going to the closet where the 
tripod was. The chin straps slipped over 
her mouth and she fainted and died.

C h i c a g o , May 16th.—The investigation 
into the condition of affairs at the Insane 
Asylum was resumed before Judge 1’ren- 
dergast, in the County Court, this morning.

May I6:h.—A most re­ 
volting case was brought to the attention 
of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to children a day or two since, and was in­ 
vestigated by officer Holbrook. 
A lady who is engaged in missionary* 
work in Chinatown reported that a white 
woman with her small children was living 
in a cooped-up room with a ChiDaman, at 
1006 Dupont street, in a building exclu­ 
sively inhabited by Chinese. 
Officer Holbrook went to the place and 
found thines about as they had been re­ 
ported. The woman said her name was 
Mrs. Clara Vail, or rather that was her 
name before she married the Chinaman, 
with whom she is at present living. His 
nameisY*ung Pan, and claims to have 
been married to the woman at Suisun. Ida­ 
ho, in June, 1885, by a Judge Murray, but 
had lost the marriage certificate. They had 
been here two months, having come from 
Idaho. 
Mrs. Yung Pan is a native of New York, 
aged about forty. She says she has been 
married to two white men and treated 
badly by both. Her Chinese spouse has 
always treated her well, and she preferred 
Chinese to whites. 
In the same room, which is only 8x12, 
and was in a filthy condition, lived the lit­ 
tle daughter of the woman, named Cora, 
who was born April 16,1882, in Idaho. She 
is very pretty, but when found by the offi­ 
cer was covered with dirt. 
The mother stated that the whole family 
occupied one bed. She made some objec­ 
tion to giving up her child, but the officer 
told her that the girl could not be permit­ 
ted to remain there among such surround­ 
ings and associates. She consented to let 
her go, and Cora is now being taken care of 
by Miss Bertha Rowell, 1416 Sacramento 
street. 
Mrs. Vail has another daughter, Rosa, 
who is a little over 16 years of age, and 
quite good-looking. She came with her 
mother from Idaho. Upon her arrival, a 
young Chinaman named Ah Jim com­ 
menced to pay a great deal of atteution to 
her, and she came to regard him with 
considerable affection. Ah Jim wanted to 
marry her, and the girl consented, as did 
also the mother. The two have been liv­ 
ing together for some time in a lodging- 
house on Dupont street, between Sacra­ 
mento and California, but have not yet 
been married. When officer Holbrook in­ 
terviewed the Chinaman, the latter stated 
that "B y and by I marry her. She like 
me, I like her.” He said that she had 
gone oat that mcming, but refused to say 
where. He was told that he had belter 
produce her or there would be trouble tor 
him. Last night the girl was brought to 
Miss Rowell’s house by her Chinese friends 
and left there. Miss Rowell says she is 
willing to care for both of the girls. 
It is rumored that the Chinese will sue 
out writs of habeas corpus, and endeavor 
to regain possession of the children.

While the military was preparing to 
blow up the houses to check the llames, a 
premature explosion took place, killing 
Major Short and Sergeant Walliek, of Bat­ 
tery B, and buried them in the ruins. 
L a t er—10:30 a. m.—The tire has been 
checked on tne city side, but is still burn­ 
ing furiously toward the northwest, and 
will probably stop onlv when there is 
nothing left to feed it. 
The insurance is comparatively small. 
The larger number of bouses destroyed 
were small wooden structures. A 9trong 
easterly wind is bl iwing. Bain has been 
falling steadily for three hours. 
Already 50Ó buildings, mostly wooden 
tenements, have been burned. Over 1.000 
people were rendered homeless. The greater 
portion are camped in the fields, with what 
few effects they were able to save, while a 
few found shelter with friends in the city. 
Major Snort’s body was recovered kt 
noon. One leg and an arm had been torn 
from his body by the explosion, and were 
found some distance from the trunk. The 
body of Sergeant Waliick was also recov­ 
ered, horribly mangled. 
St. Sauvetir is a separate municipality 
from Quebec, but separated from the city 
by ODly the width of a street. It has a 
population of 15,000. 
Only last night the St. Sauveur officials 
refused an offer of the city to supply them 
with water. 
The tire burned itself out about 4 o’clock, 
after reaching the limits of St. Sauveur. 
The district north and west of Nas-an and 
St. Ambrose streeis has been swept clean 
with the exception of a portion o: Valier 
street. About 700 houses were burned. As 
many of them were tenements, the number 
of families rendered homeless is not less 
than 1,200, comprising 5,000 or 0,000 per­ 
sons.Prominent men are interesting them­ 
selves in behalf of the homeless te^plp. 
Applications have been made to Sir A. P. 
Caron for the use ci the Drill-shed and 
other Government buildings, to shelter 
those who are yet camped out in the fields. 
The clergy are distributing food, and steps 
are being taken to organize a regular sys­ 
tem of relief. A majority of the people 
burned out are of the laboring class. 


L a t e r .—The total loss is estimated at 
$600,000. Insurance $131.000. If the wind 
had been from any other quarter all of St. 
Rochs might have gone. As it was St. 
Sauveur is badly swept up to its furthest 
end. It was generally supposed that Ser­ 
geant Wall died after being taken from the 
ruins, but since it has been learned that he 
is alive and in tne hospital. He is verv 
seriously injured and not likely to recover.

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SOME REMA.BKABLE PHASES OF JUKY- 
BRIBING IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


In a civil action in a Superior Court of 
San Francisco, presided over by Judge 
Finn, and involving, including the costs 
against the losing party, $19,000, an attor­ 
ney for one of the litigants was ap­ 
proached by a jury-broker, who offered for 
$800 to canse the jury to render a verdict 
in favor of his client. The gentleman, Mr. 
Crittenden, set a trap for the scoundrel, 
md the jurv-broker and the jurymen 
through whom he proposed to act upon 
other jurors are in jail. 
One of the remarkable phases of this 
case relates to the manner in which Mr. 
Sneath, one of the litigants in the case, 
received a similar proposition to have the 
verdict in his favor. 
While the matter 
was under investigation before Judge Finn, 
Mr. Sneath was sworn and said that a gen­ 
tleman recently met him and told him he 
could get a majority of the jury impan­ 
eled to try the case of Sneath vs. W ater­ 
man for $-500 each to find for Sneath. 
Mr. 
Sneath said that he told him that he had 
come to the wrong man, that he did not 
wish to win his suit that way, nor did he 
wish to hear any more about it. 
“ I did 
not ask him his name,” said Mr. Sneath. 
“ It was no one I would know. 
I would 
know him by sight if I should see him 
again. After being in Court that day, I 
met him in the evening, when he apolo­ 
gized about the matter. 
Well, 1 didn't 
consider the matter of very much import­ 
ance, and really I forgot all about it- 
That’s all there is of it.” 
The reader of this (¡notation will be 
much mistaken if he supposes that it is 
not pregnant with meaning. 
Here is a 
substantial business man bringing suit 
against another equally substantial busi­ 
ness man for the sum. of $13,000, which 
suit, if the jury find for the defendant, will 
cost him the loss of the judgment he 
claims and add $6,000 to the costs. 
In 
short, his suit involved a judgment either 
for or against himself in the sum of $19,­ 
000. lie is met on the street by an indi­ 
vidual who tells him that several of the 
jurymen will agree to find a judgment in 
his favor for the sum of $500 each. 
There 
is no surprise or indignation in the mind 
of this estimable citizen of San Francisco. 
The matter lias 
110 significance to him 
other than the money phase of the propo­ 
sition and the value of the assurance that 
he will get judgment. 
He believes in his 
case and therefore says, “I didn't wish to 
win my suit in that wav." 
The signifi­ 
cance of it is that the practice is so com­ 
mon that the business man is neither sur­ 
prised nor indignant. He receives the 
proposition, decides against it. and accord­ 
ing to his sworn testimony says to the 
Court wherein the case is being tried, and 
in the presence of the jury trying it, that 
lie didn’t consider the matter of much 
importance 
and 
had 
really 
forgotten 
about it. 
No one can imagine for a moment that 
in a community where jury-bribing was 
not the rule rather than the exception, a 
business man. a substantial citizen, would 
have received such a proposition without 
arousing in his mind either surprise or 
ind ignation. 
The incident indicates clearly the extent 
to which the public conscience has been 
and is lieing corrupted. 
The administra­ 
tion of government in this State has in­ 
deed fallen to a very low ebb when openly 
upon the street a litigant is met and of­ 
fered the verdict of a jury, and the matter 
strikes his mind of so little consequence 
that when under oath lie had really for­ 
gotten all about it. 
It is just as well known to the people of 
California to-day that a majority of the 
late legislature were corrupt as it is 
known that the sun rises in the east and 
sets in the west. 
When the average citi­ 
zen is appealed to on the subject he re­ 
echoes Mr. Sneath, “ Well, I do not con­ 
sider the matter of very much import­ 
ance,” and in a very short tima the cutiré 
commonwealth will l>e ready to say, “ We 
have really forgotten all about it." 
There is another v er/ significent phase 
of this question. The fact that juries are 
bribed presup]>oses the existence of bribers. 
The fact that legislators are bribed pro­ 
claims unmistakably the existence of cor­ 
ruptora of men. 
Between the man. or the 
corporation consenting thereto, bribing a 
public officer against the interests of the 
commonwealth, and the 
public officer 
bribed, the ¡xisitionof deepest degradation 
belongs to the briber. 
Between those who 
buy and sell sin of any kind there is no 
moral distinction, and whoever has secured 
the passage of a measure through a Legis­ 
lature, and consented to its procurement by 
corrupt meaus. is equally as contemptible 
and degraded as the legislator who sold 
his pitiful little soul for a pecuniary re­ 
ward. 
Whoever lias purchased a jury has com­ 
mitted a treason against the liberties of his 
country, and against the rights of his fel- 
low-citizen. blacker than that which will 
attach to Jeflerson Davis or Benedict Ar­ 
nold. 
In fact, Jefferson Davis and his 
compeers are white with patriotic purity, 
as compared with the double-dyed infamy 
of that man who has used the varletry in 
in his employ to corrupt a member of the 
legislature or bribe a jury. 
We are rapidly drifting to a condition 
of things where revolution will be the 
only remedy. In every branch of the 
Government the leprosy of conuption is 
doing its perfect work. Venal cunning 
controls the judgment of inexperienced 
simplicity in high places. 
The lust of ra­ 
pacity and plunder reaches forth its strong 


buy, stands up in a Court of this land, and 
recurring to the subject, with marvelous 
serenity says, “ Well, I didn’t think the 
matter of very much importance, and re­ 
ally have forgotten about it.” 
If the people of California fail to see 
in these things indications of a disin­ 
tegration of public conscience, it will be 
because the gangrene of corruption has at 
last reached all classes and the public con­ 
science no longer exists. 


ALLEN THORNDIKE RICE. 


The death of Allen Thorndike Rice, 
the newly-appointed Minister to Russia, 
removes from a very active life one of the 
especially prominent journalists of the 
country, and a man who has in recent 
years been recognized as an influence in 
national politics. 
Mr. Rice was born in 
Boston, in 1853, and at the age of nine was 
taken to Europe, where he remained for 
five years. From 1867 to 1871 he was at 
his home, but in the latter year was sent 
to England, where he was graduated at 
Oxford, in 1875. H e then entered as a 
student of the Columbia Law School in 
New York. 
In 1876 he purchased the 
Xorth American Review, of which he has 
ever since been the editor. 
Under liis 
management it lias become a very much 
more open journal than formerly, classes 
of subjects being introduced to which it was 
earlier a stranger. 
Its plan under him has 
been that of free debate of any public 
topic, over the signatures of essayists, and 
on all sides, the Review disclaiming respon­ 
sibility for any expression made by con­ 
tributors. 
Unquestionably the plan has 
broadened the sphere of this long estab­ 
lished American magazine, and lias con­ 
tributed to a very much better understand­ 
ing between politicians and statesmen, and 
to a better understanding also among the 
people of economic questions. 
Latterly, 
Mr. Rice introduced an editorial depart­ 
ment into 
the scheme of the maga­ 
zine, writing for it over his own signa­ 
ture. In 1879 lie organized and sub­ 
sequently directed the Cliarnay expe­ 
dition, which the United States and 
France sent out to systematically investi­ 
gate the remains of the ancient civilization 
of Central America and Mexico. 
In 1884 
he bought a controlling interest in 1a: 
Matin, one of the chief papers of Paris, 
an interest he still held at the time of his 
death. Mr. Rice early interested himself 
in politics, choosing alliance with the Re­ 
publican party, and in 1886 received a 
nomination for Congress, hut was defeated 
hv local political leaders. 
His disposition 
being aggressive and bold, he demanded an 
investigation into the causes of his defeat, 
and it was liad, resulting in his vindication 
and in his opponents hei .ig expelled from 
the organization. 
Mr. Rice by this event 
had his attention attracted to ballot re­ 
form, and he was the first to propose the 
introduction in our system of Australian 
election methods. A corresponding scheme 
was debated in the late session of the Cali­ 
fornia Legislature and defeated. 
Five 
States of the Union, however, have adopt­ 
ed it, and it is under consideration in sev­ 
eral others. 
It was due to his vigorous 
advocacy of ballot reform that the subject 
was treated in two of the national political 
platforms, and that it has become one of 
the first questions of statecraft of the day. 
Mr. Rice was very prominent in the advo­ 
cacy of the claims of the Republican party 
in the national campaign of last year. 
In 
the early part of April the President 
nominated him for the important post of 
Cnited States Minister to the Russian Em­ 
pire, a position that he would unquestion­ 
ably have filled with honor to his country.

A m e r ic a n M in e rs In s is t t h a t i t S h o u ld 
"Pay a D n ty . 


W a s h i n g t o n , May 10th.— The hearing 
in regard to the classification of lead ore 
■was continued before Assistant Secretary 
Tichenor at the Treasury D epartm ent. The 
argum ents in support ot the present ruling, 
under which lead ore m ixed with silver of 
greater value is adm itted free, were made 
by ex-Governor McCrary, Judge S. K. Mc- 
Carumoo, Oscar Keen of Newark, and A. 
Meyer of Kansas City. 
A rgum ents in favor of a change in the 
practioe to compel lead ore to pay duty as 
lead, no m atter how m uch silver was con­ 
tained in the ore, were made by Senator 
W olcott of Colorado, ex-Governor Grant of 
Colorado, Mr. Sheedy of Colorado, and R. 
M. W hite of New Mexico. 
A large num ber of affidavits were sub­ 
m itted to show that ore containing lead 
was commercially known as lead ore, re­ 
gardless of the percentage of silver con­ 
tained in it. 
Gray of Yale College, subm itted a paper 
practically sustaining this view. From a 
scientific standard he agreed that com- 
E 
ound ores of this kind should be described 
y the names of both of the constituents. 
W hite of New Mexico, stated that it was 
not true that Mexican ore was necessary 
for the sm elting of the domestic product. 
The advocates of the continuance of the 
present classifying ot silver ores contain- 
taining iead argued that these ores were 
commercially and technically down as sil­ 
ver ores, and that Congress was well aware 
of that fact when the present tariff was en­ 
acted. They hold that th e question has 
been already adjudicated and settled, and 
th at our sm elting industries were born and 
grown up under the present construction of 
law. 
Judge McCammon in his argum ent 
said the case was tree from any question of 
fact because the highest known official ex­ 
pert authority designated ores containing 
silver greater in value than the base metal 
technically and commercially as silver ores. 
T he classification was known and acted 
on, he said, when the Act of 1S.S3 became 
a law, which did not change the status of 
ores in respect to paying duties thereon, 
except as pointed out by the Judiciary 
Committee. 
J. D. Wilson and E. G. Brewster, repre­ 
senting the Board of Trade of Laredo, Tex., 
filed a paper protesting against any change 
in the present classification. 
The advocates of the protection for the 
American lead miniDg interests iutroduced 
testimony from nearly all the leading m in­ 
ing operators, smelters and business men 
of the iDter-mountainJ country, showing 
that the universal designation and classifi­ 
cation of ores was and had been for twenty- 
years past as follows: 
"T h at whenever ore contained enough 
lead to be reduced and form lead bullion 
it was lead ore. T hat this distinction ex­ 
isted at the tim e oí the passage of the Tariff 
Act and was contemplated by that Act, 
w hich was passed to protect the m ining of 
ju st such ore. They further added a long 
line of technical authorities of high repute 
to support their definition of lead "ore. 
They asserted that the law was passed 
to protect the industry. T hat the rul­ 
ing 
of the Secretary of the Treasury 
in 1SS0 was not on an ore containing lead 
but was a ruling on a special lot of iron ore 
containing silver, and applied to only that. 
This did no harm to any protected industry, 
they said, because the iron was lost in the 
slag in the reduction. They held that this 
ruling was no support to the subsequent 
rulings adm itting lead ore containing sil­ 
ver free of duty, and that the application 
of the component of brief value rules to 
such ores was an uncalled for extension of 
the principal of the former ruling, not war­ 
ranted by the wording of it. 'T h e y also 
insisted that the opinion of the Judiciary 
Committee was founded on a false assum p­ 
tion of fact, based on untrue information 
as to the commercial designation of such 
ores, and that such misleading information 
came from a Secretary of the Treasury un­ 
friendly to the protection of American in­ 
dustries.” 
Senator W alcott said he appeared for no 
client or corporation, but for ninety-nine 
per cent, of the people of Colorado, as well 
as the m ining States and Territories of the 
Northwest. The question is sim ply whether 
there is a law for protection of the lead in­ 
terests of the U nited States, and, if so, 
w hether that law is being violated by the 
construction under which lead ore from 
Mexico is adm itted free of duty. H e con­ 
tended that there is such a lawi and that it 
is being violated every day. If the law 
m eant anything, said he, it m eant the lead 
interest of the U nited States should be pro­ 
tected from foreign competition, and "not 
that foreign lead should be admitted free, 
simply because silver, of a greater value, 
was contained in the same ore. If the 
present construction of the law continued, 
the law will be a farce. 
He gave statistics 
to show that (¡00 pounds of iead were 
brought in free w ith every ton of ore carry­ 
ing silver. In 1868 
eight thousand tons 
of lead were brought in free from Mpxíco. 
In 1887 the am ount increased to 50,000 
tons, and in 1888 it still further increased 
to 80,000, and indications are that in 1880 it 
will be even larger. Continue the present 
practice of classifying lead, said he, and 
the iead industries of the West, represent­ 
ing hundreds of millions of dollars, will 
be ruined, and the Mexican mine-owners 
enriched accordingly. H e said there was 
no interest in the United States that stood 
more in need of the fostering care of the 
protective system than the lead industries 
of the West, but as the case now stood the 
interest was unprotected. There ought to 
be no m isunderstanding in regard to the 
proper 
definition 
of 
lead 
ore 
and 
the 
law 
certainly 
intended 
if 
ore 
had 
lead 
in 
it, 
and 
it 
came 
into competition with lead prodnced in this 
country, it should pay duty at the rate of 
l i cents per pound, provided by Congress 
as a protection to domestic "producers. 
Senator W alcott closed by referring to the 
great interest taken by people of the West 
in this question, expressing the hope that 
the Treasury Departm ent would give the 
law the construction the law-makers in­ 
tended it should have. 
The hearing closed at this point, with the 
understanding that either side may file ad­ 
ditional evidence bearing upon the ques­ 
tion of the commercial designation of ore. 
Assistant Secretary Tichenor says the ques­ 
tion will be thoroughly considered by the 
Departm ent, but cannot well be decided 
for m onths yet. 


O BSEQ U IES O F A SUIC IDE. 


Office had been engaged for two weeks in 
investigating 'the whole m atter. T heir re­ 
ports had been sent to W ashington, and 
he p resu m 'd the Attorney-General had 
been fully advised in regard to them . 
In a postscript he says : “ If the state­ 
m ents m ade by m e and the report of the 
offiews of the Interior Departm ent are not 
satisfactory to you, I should like a copy of 
specifications filed in order that I may 
furnish the testim ony in detail to refute 
them . I should like to meet my accusers 
face to face before you.” 
Attorney-General M iller said this after­ 
noon that it was but just to Needles to say 
that the reports of tfie special agents had 
helped them m aterially in their investiga­ 
tions, and that there was nothing to show 
he had done anything wiong. The A t­ 
torney-General added that he would ex­ 
pect M arshal Needles to m ake an investiga­ 
tion of his deputies in entering lands.

W ashington, May 16th.—The rem ains 
of General A dna Anderson, w hocom m itted 
suicide in Philadelphia yesterday m orn­ 
ing, arrived to-night and will be buried to­ 
m orrow at Oak H ill Cemetery with m ili­ 
tary honors.
